The New States to be Admitted 
Will Cut An Important 
Figure- 



In refmvmcs to tue Ne v York criti- 
cism of Carlisle, the Washington cor- 
respondent of tho St. Louis Republic 
gave: 

For the first time in a great many 
years ihe Secretary of the Treasury 
will not be a guest at the annual ban- 
quet of the New York Chamhcr of 
Commerce this year. It is no secret 
that the relations between Mr. Car- 
lisle and the fi uncial magnate: oi 
New York are far from pleasant. It 
Ii.u been customary for Secretaries of 
the Treasury to lie meek and respon- 
sive to the suggestions and demands 
of wh it is generally termed the busi- 
ness clement of New York. Under 
the former administration of President 
Cleveland, there . was no complaint 
against the Secretary of the Treasury 
on tho part of New York business 
men. Daniel Manning was a bauker 
himself, and placed himself almost un- 
reservedly in the hands of the money 
magnates of New York. Mr. Man- 
ning’s successor, the Hon. Chailes S. 
Fairchild, never thought of doing 
anything without feeling the pulse of 
New York first. All the Republican

Senators. As there is about a month 
from the time the election is held un- 
til the 54th Congress meets, there will 
be au effort made to have all of the 
formalities complied with and Utah 
proclaimed a State in time for its Sen- 
ators and Representatives to partici- 
pate in the organization of the next 
Congress. 

This would make in all 90 Senators 
and as the next Senate now stands, 
the politics of the Utah Senators 
would cut an important figure. Ano- 
ther probability whioh arises is the 
admission of both New 3Wg*!o aud 
Arizona, which may be accomplished 
in time, so that four Senators would 
participate in the organization of the 
next Senate. Bil s have already pas- 
sed the House for the admission of 
both these Territories. The Senate

A Washington correspondent says: 
“For ten years Col. Stone, of Ken- 
tucky, lias been on tho Committee on 
War Claims. The calendar is loaded 
down with bills reported from that 
committee, jusf as it has been during 
all ot the sessions in which Colonel 
Skne has served. 

“1 am not a lawyer,” he said to- 
day, “But it seems to me that some- 
thing ought to be done about the 
claims against the government. I 
think a law ought to be passed defi- 
ning the claim, and then every claim, 
ant ought to be allowed to bring suit 
in the United States district court for 
the district in which the claimant 
lives, The judgment of the court, 
if the claim is allowed, should be 
certified to the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury, who should include the amount 
in his estimate and then Congress 
shoul'l appropriate the money. This 
is a practical, seasible way of dispo- 
sing of the claims against the gov. 
ernment. It involves no expense, it 
is honest to every one, and it would 
do away with any lobby' around Con- 
gress. As the conditions now exist, 
it is. useless tef pay the expenses of 
the Court of Claims, for its judg- 
ments are disregarded, and the com- 
mittees in Congress which look after 
these cases might as well be abol- 
ished."

THE RECENT BALK OF BONDS. 

During the last montu the gold reserved la 
the treasury for the purpose of redeeming the 
notes of the government circulating as money 
in the hands of the people became so reduced, 
and Its further depletion in the near future 
seemed so certain, that in the exercise of 
proper care for the public welfare It became 
necessary to replenish this reserve un«J thus 
maintain popular faith in the ability und de- 
termination of the government to meet, as 
agreed, its pecuniary obligations. It would 
have been well if in this emergency authority 
had existed to issue the bonds of the govern- 
ment, bearln<; a low rate of Interest 
aud maturing within a special period. 
But the congress having fulled to confer such 
authority, resort was n ■mr.lv h »tl to the re- 
sumption net of 1875, und pursu.tal to its provi- 
sions, bonds were Issued drawing Interest at 
the rate of f» per cent, per annum und maturing 
ten years ufter their issuing, that being the 
shortest time authorized by the uct. I am glad 
to say, however, that on the sale of these 
bonds the premiums received operated to re- 
duce the rate of interest to be paid by the gov- 
ernment to less than 8 pur cent. 

NOTHING COULD DE WORSE, 
or further removed from sensible finance than 
the relations existing between the currency 
the government has l*tuc<1. the gold held for 
its redemption, and the means which 
must be resulted to for the purpose of replen- 
ishing such redemption fund when impaired. 
Even If the claims upon this fund were con- 
fined to the obligations originally intended, 
and if the redemption of these obligations 
meant their cancellation, the fund would be 
very small. But these obligations when re- 
ceived and redeemed In gold are not canceled, 
but are reissued and Ynay do duty many times 
by wav of drawing gokl from the treasury. 
Thus we have un endless chain in operation 
constantly 

DEPLETING THE TREASURY'S GOLD 
and never neur a final rest. As if this was not 
bad enough, wo have by a statutory declara- 
tion that it is the policy of the government 
to maintuin the parity between gold und silver 
aided the force and momentum of this exhaust- 
ing process, and added largely to the currency 
obligations claiming this pcculiur gold re- 
demption. Our small gold reserve is thus sub- 
ject to drain from every side*. The demand* 
that increase our duuger also inersaso the ne- 
cessity of protecting tills reserve against de- 
pletion. and it is most unsatisfactory to know 
that the protection afforded is only a temporary 
palliation. It is perfectly and palpably plum 
that 

THE ONLY WAY UNDER PRESENT CONDITIONS 
by which this reserve, when daugcrously de- 

f tie ted. can be replenished is through t lie 
ssue and sale of the bonds of tho 
government for gold: und yet congress has not 
only thus far declined to authorize the issue of 
bonds best suited to such a purpose, but there 
seems u disposition in some quarters to deny 
both the necessity and power for the issue of 
bonds ut all. 1 cannot for u moment believe 
that any of our citizens are deliberately willing 
that their government should default in 
its pecuniary obligations. or that its 
financial operations should be reduced to a 
silver basis. At uuy rate. I should not feel 
that my duty was done if 1 omitted 
any effort I could make 

TO AVKUT SUCH A CALAMITY. 

As long, therefore, as no provision is made for 
tin* fl mil i coemption or the putting abide <»f 
tho currency obligation now used to repeatedly 
nml constantly draw from tho government its 
gold, ami us 1 eng us no better authority for

Department of A grim It a re. 

A REVIEW OF IT» OPERATIONS. 

The secretary of agriculture In his report re- 
views tho operations of his department for the 
last lineal year, and makes recommendations 
for the further extension of its usefulness He 
rcjwrt* a saving In expenditure* during the 
year of 1600,000, which is covered back into the 
treasury. This sum is 23 per cent of the en- 
tire appropriation. A special study has been 
made of the demaud for American farm prod- 
ucts in all foreign markets, especially Great 
Urltain. 

WHAT WE KENT TO ENGLAND. 

That country received from the United States 
during the nine mouths ending September 90, 
IMM, 905,910 live beef cattle valued ut#20.5UO.OO() as 
against 182.011 cattle valued at II 6.031. OUO duriug 
tne saute period for 1803. During the ilrst six 
months of 1894 the United Kingdom took also 
112.000.000 pounds of dressed beef from the 
United States, valued at nearly $10,000,000. Tho 
report shows that during the nine months im- 
mediately prccodlng September 30, 1894, the 
United States exported to Great Britain 222.- 
0"6.0 4) pounds of pork: of npu'.os 1.900,000 
bushels, valued ut $2. .*4) .000, mul of 

horses 2.811. ut an average value of 

$130 per head. There was u falling off in 
American wheat exports of 13.500.000 bushels, 
and the secretary is inclined to belie vo that 
wheat muy not, in tho future, be tho staple ex- 
port cereal priniuct of our country, hut that 
corn will continue to advance in importance as 
an export on account of the new uses to which 
it is constantly being appropriated. The ex- 
ports of agricultural products from the United 
States for tho fiscal year ending June 30. 180*. 
amounted to $028,863,088. being 72.28 per cent, 
of American exports of every description, and 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain took 
more than M per cent, of all farm products 
finding foreign markets. 

THE WEATHER BUREAU. 

The amount appropriated for the weather 
bureau w as $951,100. Of that sum $138,500. or 14 
per ccut . has been saved, and is returned to 
the treasury. As Illustrating the usefulness 
of this service, it may he hero wtuted that tho 
warnings, which were very generally given, of 
two tropical storms occurring in September 
sad October of tho present year resulted in 
detaining safely in port 2.90V ves- 
sels valued at $30,483,913, laden with 

cargoes of probably stilt greater value. 
What is much more Important und gratifying, 
many human lives on tbeso ships were also 
undoubtedly saved. 

UUHKAU OF ANIMAL INDUSTRY. 

The appropriation to the bureau of animal 
Industry WM $160,000 RJKl the expenditures for 
the year only I4U5.4S9.2L thus leaving unex- 
pened $351,570.76. The inspection of beef ani- 
mals for export and inter sta e trade has been 
continued, and 12,941.950 head wore inspected 
duriug the year, at a cost of lfc cents per bead 
against 44* cents for 1893. The amount of pork 
microscopically examined was 35.437.937 
pounds against 20.077,110 pounds in the pre- 
ceding year. The cost of this inspection has 
been diminished from 84* cents per head in 
1893 to cents In 1894. 

The secretary of agriculture recommends 
that the luw providing for the microscopical 
inspection of export aud interstate meat be so 
umeuded us to compel owners of the meat in- 
spected to pay the cost of such inspection, und 
I call attention to the arguments presented in 
his report in support of this recommendation. 
Tho live beef cattle exported and tagged dur- 
ing the year numbered 363.535. This Is un in- 
crease of 09.533 head over the previous year. 

KANICAKY INSPECTION OF CATTLE. 

The sanitary inspection of cattle shipped to 
Europe has cost un average of 19q cents for 
each unlmui. und the cost of iuspccting south- 
ern cuttle and the disinfection of cars and 
•lock yards averages 2.7 cents per animal. 

The scientific inquiries of the bureau of ani- 
mal Industry have progressed steadily during 
the year. Much tuberclin and mallciu have 
beeu furnished to state authorities for use in 
the agricultural colleges and experiment sta- 
tions for the treatment of tuberculosis and 
glanders. 

PROMISCUOUS DISTRIBUTION OF DEPARTMENT 
REPORTS. 

The recommendation contained in the report 
of the secretary for 1893, that the vicious sys- 
tem of promiscuous free distribution of Un de- 
partmental documents bu ubaiulmied. is again 
urged. These publications may well be fur- 
nished without cost to public libraries, educa- 
tional institutions and the officers and libraries 
of slates and of the federal govei umeut. but 
from all individuals applying for them u price 
covering the cost of the document askeu for 
should be required. Thus the publications aud 
documents woald bo secured by those who 
really desire them for proper purposes. 

GRATUITOUS DISTRIBUTION OF SEEDS. 

Tho secretary also uguln recommends that 
the gratuitous distribution of seeds ceasti, 
aud that no money be appropriated for that 
purpose, except to experimental stations. He 
relte atcs the reasons giveu in his report for 
1893 discontinuing this unjustifiable gratuity, 
und 1 fully concur in tho conclusions w hich he 
has reached. 

THE CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION. 

Numerous additional offices and places have 
lately been brought within civil-service rules 
aud regulations, and some others will probably 
soon be included. The report of the commis- 
sioners will be submitted to congress, and 1 in- 
vite cureful attention to the recommendations 
it contains. 

A NATIONAL BOARD OF HEALTH. 

I earnestly recommend the inauguration of a 
national board of health or similar national in- 
Btn mentality, believing the same to be a 
needed precaution against contagious disets * 
and in the interest of tho safety and health of 
our people. 

THE STRIKE COMMISSION. 

By virtue of a statute of the United States 
passed lu 1883, 1 appointed In July last Hon. 
John D. Kernau.of the state of New York, and 
Hon. Nicholas K Worthington, of the state of 
Illinois, to form with lion. Ctorroli 
1). Wright, commissioner of labor, who 
was designated by said statute,. u commission 
for the purpoaB of muktug careful inquiry into 
the causes of the controversies between cer- 
tain railroads and their employes, which hud 
resulted In an extensive and destructive strike, 
accompanied bv much violence and dangerous 
disturbance, with considerable loss of lire and 
groat destruction of property. The report of 
the commissioners has been submitted to me, 
and will be transmitted to the eougr ess with 
the evidence taken upon their Investigation. 
Their work has been well done, aud their 
standing and Intelligence give assurance that 
the report und suggestions they make aro 
worthy of careful consideration. ^

ORDNANCE AND ORDNANCE MATERIAL. 

The secretary recommends the manufacture 
out only of a reserve supply of ordnance and 
ordnance material for shlpt of the navy, but 
also a supply for the auxiliary fleet. Guns and 
their appurtenances should bo provided and 
kept on hand for both these purposes. We 
have not to-d.iy a single gun tb it could be put 
ubon tho ships I*arls or New York of the Inter- 
national Navigation To., or any other ship of 
our ro-*ervo navy. Tne manufacture of guns at 
the Washington navy yard is proceeding sat- 
isfa terily, an: none of our new sh.p) will be 
required to wait for their guns or ord.iance 
equipment. 

AN IMPORTANT ORDER. 

An important ordor has been Issued by the 
secretary of t ie navy co-ordinating the duties 
of tho several bureaus concerned in the coa- 
st ruotton ->f i hi pa This o ler, it Is believed, 
will secure to a greater extent than hits hereto- 
fore been possible tho h irnrniinus netiou of 
these several bureau und make the attain- 
ment of the bent results more certain. 

ACTIVE WORK run run navy. 

During tho past Uscal year there has been ar. 
unuoial and pressing demand in many quarters 
of the world For theprosen re of t ihsoXn to guard 
American interests, jn January last, duriug 
the Brazilian Insurrection, a Urge fleet was 
concentrated in tho harbor of ltio dc Janeiro. 
The vigorous action of Rear-Aduitral Hen ham 
In protecting the personal ami commercial 
rights of our citizeus during the disturbed con- 
ditions afforded results which will. It Is ho- 
llered, have a far-rooohlug and who'eoome in- 
fluence whouover in like circumstances It may 
become necessary for our naval commanders to 
interfere on behalf of our people in foreign 
parts. The war uow in progress between China 
and Japan has rendered it necessary or ex- 
pedient to dispatch eight vessels to thoso wa- 
ters . 

TUB COAST SURVEY. 

Both the secret by «-f the nsvy and the 
secretary of the treasury recommend the 
transfer «>r the work of the co nst 
survey proper to the uavy department. 
I heartily concur in this recommendation 
Excluding Alaska and a very small area be- 
sides, Mil the work of mapping and chat ting 
our rousts has been completed. The hydro- 
grmphio work which must t>< don e over and 
over again, by reason of the sblfti-.g aud vary- 
ing death* of water. eonsoquont upon the ac- 
tion of streams and Ud« a. has hero to fort boes 
done under the direction of naval officers In 
subordination i<> the du peril tend -.it of the 
coast survey. There seems to bo no good 
reason why tho uavy sh >uid not have entire 
charge hereafter of such work. 

PERSONNEL AND PR* >M ATIONS. 

I feel It my Imperative duty to call attention 
to the recoin aicrula lion of the secretary iu re- 
gard to the p^rso.iiiol of tne line of the navy. 
The stagnation of promotion in this the vital 
branth-.i the sorvlee Is so great as te serious- 
ly Impair Its efficiency. 1 consider it of tho ut- 
most importauce that the young and middle- 
aged officers should before the eve of retlre- 
meot bo permitted to reaoh a grade satlluag 
them to active and important duty.

A RECOMMENDATION. 

In recognition of the long and distinguished 
military services and faithful discharge of del- 
icate and responsible civil-duties by Muj.-Gen 
John M. Schofield, now tho gcncrnl command- 
ing the army, it is suggested to congress that 
the temporary revival of the grade of lieuten- 
ant-general in his behalf would be a lust and 
gracious act. ami would permit lii> retirement, 
now near ut hand, with rani; bofltliug his 
merits.

SPANISH INJUSTICE. 

Attention Is oulled to the exorbitant and un- 
just penalties Inflicted by tho Spanish authori- 
ties in Cuba ugulust America u vessels and their 
cargoes on the most trivial pretexts. The 
Mora indemnity has not yet been paid and there 
seems to be no Immediate prospect of collect- 
ing It. 

TUnKY AND THE ARMENIANS. 

In my last annual message I adverted to the 
claim on the part of Turkv of the right to expel 
us persons undesirable and dangerous Ar- 
menians naturalized in the United States and 
returning to Turkish Juri.Mllctlon. Numerous 
questions in this relation huvo arisen. While 
this government acquiesce* in the asserted 
right of oxpulslon It will not oonsont that 
Armeuiuns may be Ini prisoned or otherwise 
punished for no other reason than having 
acquired, without imperial consent. American 
citizenship. Three of the assailants of Miss 
Mellon, un American teacher in Mosul, havo 
boon convicted by tho Ottoman courts, and I 
am advised that un appeal against the acquittal 
of tho remaining live has been taken by the 
Turkish prosccutlug officer. 

The National Finances. 

Tilt YEAR’S INCOME AND EXPENDITURES. 

The secretary of the trousury reports that 
tho receipts of the government from all sources 
of revenue during the fiscal vear ending June 
30 1894. amounted to $372,802,498 29. and its ex- 

B ndlturcs to 9448.606,758.87, leaving a deficit of 
». 303.200.58. 

There was a decrease of $15,952,074.00 In the 
ordinary cxpeuscs of the government as com- 
pared with the fiscal vear 1893. There wus col- 
lected from customs $131,818 530.02, and from in- 
ternal revenue $I47.!08.47V.70. The balance of 
the income for the year, amounting to $93,815.- 
517 97, was derived from the sales of lauds and 
other sources. 

CUSTOMS AND INTERNAL REVENUE. 

The value of our total dutiable imports 
amounted to $275,199,080. being $146,067,025 less 
than during the preceding year, und tho im- 
portations froe of duty amouutud to $$79,796,530. 
being $ ’>4.7 <8.075 less than during tho preceding 
vear. The receipts from customs were $73.5 '0.- 
480.il less, und from internal revenue $ 1 3.836. - 
639.97 less than in 1893. The total tux collected 
from distilled spirits was $85,269,250.26: on 
manufactured tobacco $28,617,898.02, aud on 
fermented liquors $11,414, xs.oi. 

THE YEAR S EXPORTS. 

Our exports of merchandise, domestic and 
foreign, amounted during the vear to $892,140.- 
672. being an increase over tho preceding year 
Of $44 495.3. 8. 

THE MOVEMENT OF OOLD AND RILVER. 

The total amount of gold exported during the 
fiscal year was $78.898,061 . as against $108,680,444 
during the fiscal year 1893. Tho uinouul Im- 
ported was $72,449,119, as against $21,174 381 dur- 
ing the previous year. The Imports of silver 
were f 13,286.552, and tho exports were $50,451,-

1894, by 
the taking effort of tne tariff law in force. Cbat 
government subsequently notified ua of its In- 
tention to teriniualo such arrangement on the 
first day of January, 1895. In the exercise of the 
right reserved in the -agreement between the 
twocouutrloa 1 invite attention to the corre- 
spondence between tho secretary of state and 
the Brazilian inmDtor on this subject. 

Til a NEW CHINESE TREATY. 

On the 1 •til day of Murob last a now treaty 
vjtb China, lu further regulation of emigra- 
tion. was sigued at Washington, aud ou August 
13 It roeoivod. the sanction of the senate. 
Kaliiicatioti on the part of Chlua aud formal 
exchange are awaited to give effect to this 
mutually beneficial convention. 

A GRATIFYING RECOGNITION. 

A gratifying recognition of the uniform im- 
partiality of this cv'iiutry towards all foreign 
states wus manifested by the coincident re- 
quest of the Chinese and Japanese govern- 
incuts that tho agents of the United Mates 
ritoul.l. within proper limits, afford protection 
to the sul- eels of the other during the suspen- 
sion of diplomatic relations due to a slule of 
war. This delicate office was accepted, and u 
misupprchciixiou which gave rise to the be- 
lief that in affording this kindly unofficial pro- 
tection our agent* wo-tld exercise the same 
uuiliorily w liicli the withdrawn agent* of the 
belligerents had exercised wuu promptly cor- 
rected. 

TIIE CII1NA-JAPAN WAR. 

Although Ihw war between China and Japan 
•mlangi-rs no poliov of the United Stales it 
deserves our gravest consideration, bv reason 
oi its disturbance of our growing commercial 
interest* in the two countries and the in- 
creased dangers which may result to ourciti- 
sreus domiciled or sojourning the interior of 
CaltiR. 

Acting under a stipulation in our treaty 
with Corea (the first concluded with a western 
power) 1 felt constrained at the beginning of 
the controversy to tender our good offices to 
induce an amiable arrangement of Ibe initial 
difficulty growing out of the JuiMiticse 
demands for administrative reforms in Corea, 
but liu* unhappy precipitation of actual hostili- 
ties defeated ibis kliutiy purpose. Deploring 1 
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Department of Jsillce. 

ATTOHN K Y-GENEH AI.'R REPOHT. 

The report of the attorney-general notes the 

r ratifying progreflM ma le bv tiie supreme court 
n overcoming the arrears of its business aud 
in renewing a condition In which It will be able 
to dispose of case* us they arise without any 
umcusouablo delay. This result Is. of course. 
\er\ lanfllj due IQ the successful working of 
tho plan Inaugurating circuit courts of uppeuls. 
In respect to these tribunal* the suggestion is 
made, in quarters entitled to the highest con- 
aideratlon, that un nfldltloRal circuit 

judge for cucli circuit would greatly 

strengthen these courts and the 
confidence reposed in their adjudications, 
and that such un addition would not create a 
greater force of judges than the Increasing 
business of such court* require*. I commend 
the suggestion t<» tiie careful consideration of 
the congress. Other Important topics are ad- 
verted to. accompanied by recommendations, 
many of which have been (routed ut large in 
previous messoges and at this time, therefore, 
IMd OBI/ b« named 1 refer to the abolition of 
the fee system as a measure of compensation 
to federal officers; the enlargement of the pow- 
ers of United Stutes commissioner* ut least in 
tho territories; tho allowance of writs 
of error in criminal cases on behalf 
of the United States and the establishment of 
degrees in the crime of murder. 

UNITED STATES PRISONS. 

Bight year* ago in my annual message I 
urged upon the congress us strongly ns I could 
the locution and construction of two prisons 
for the confinement of United Stutes prisoners. 
A similar roeoimiieudallon has been made 
from lime t.» time since, and u few years ago a 
law was passed providing for the selection of 
sites for three such institutions. No appro- 
priation has. however, been made to carry the 
act into effect und the old aud discreditable 
condition still exists.

RECOMMENDATIONS COMMENDED. 

The report of the secretary of the interior 
exhibits the situation of the numerous and in- 
teresting branches of the public service con- 
nected with his department 1 commend this 
report und the valuable recommendullonn of 
the secretary to the careful attention of tho con- 
gress. The public land disposed of during the 
year amounted to IO.4O0.luti.77 acres, Including 
28.870.93 of Indian land*. 

TIIK PUBLIC DOM A IB. 

It 1 m estimated that the public domain still 
remaining amount* to a little more than oou.- 
ooo.ouo acres, excluding, however* about 10$,* 
UUI.0UU acres in Alaska, a* well as military 
reservations und ruilroud und other selections 
of lauds yet unadjudicatcd. 

RECEIPTS AND PATENTS. 

The total cash receipt* from sale of lands 
amounted to fi.074.286.79, including #91.181. U3 
received for ludian lands. Thirty-live thou- 
sand patent* wero Issued for agricul- 
tural lands and 3.109 putonl* were is- 
sued to Indians on allotment* of their 
holdings In severalty, the land so allotted be- 
ing unalienable by tlio Indian allottees for 
a period of thirty-live years after patent 
There were certified and putented on account 
of ruil road and wagou road grants during the 
year 865.660. 45 acres of land and at the close of 
the year 29.000, «>J0 acres wero embraced In the 
list of selections made by railroad und wagon 
road companies und awaited settlement. Tho 
selection* of swamp lands aud that taken a* 
indemnity therefore since tho passage of the 
act providing for the Name in 1849 amount to 
nearly or quite 89.509.099 acre*, of which 58,000,- 
009 have been patented to states. 

INDIAN ALLOTMENT 

Though the cjudittou of the Indians shows u 
steady and htalihv progress, their situation is 
not satisfactory wt all point*, borne of them to 
whom Mlloluieut-i of land have been xuude aro 
found to be uuubic or tfloinelloed to follow ag- 
ricultural pursuit* or to otherwise beneficially 
manage their land. This || especUtUy Irucoftho 
Cheyennes und Arupahoes, who, a*' it appears 
by report* of their agents, havo in many In- 
stances never boeu located upon their allot- 
ment*. and in some cases do not even know 
where their allotments are. Their condition 
ha* deteriorated. 

It Is cvldeut that the evil conseaucnces of ill- 
advised allotment are intensified iu ease* 
where the false step cau not be retraced ou ao- 
oount of tho purchase by the government of 
reservation lauds remaining after allotments 
are made, aud the disposition of nnch remain- 
ing land* to settlers or purchasers from the 
government. I am convinced that the proper 
soluliou of the ludian problem and the success 
of every step taken in that dlreetloQ doMikU, 
to a very large extent, upon tiie intelligence 
and honesty, of the reservation agents, and the 
interest they have in their work. 

ARMY OFFICERS AS INDIAN AGENTS. 

The Indications are that the detail of army 
officer* as Indian agents will result iu Im- 
proved management on the resofVBtlOBN when- 
ever allotment* are made, and any Indiuu on 
the reservation has previously settled upou u 
lot and cultivated it. or shown a disposition to 
improve it iu uny way, such lot should ccvtainlv 
be alloted to him. aud tuls should bo undo 
plainly obligatory by statute. In the light of 
experience, and considering the uncertainty of 
the Indiuu situation and Us exigencies in the 
future. 1 am not only disposed to be very cau- 
tious in making allotments, but I incline to 
agree with the secretary of the interior io the 
oplniou that wheu allotments are made the 
balance of reservation Und remaining after 
allotment, instead of belug bought by the gov- 
ernment from tho Indians, and opened for set- 
tlement with such scandals and unfair prac- 
tice* a* seem unavoidable, should remain for n 
time, at least, ns common laud, or be sold by 
the government on behulf of the Indians in un 
orderly way and at fixed prices to be deter- 
mined by its location and desirability, and 
that the proceeds, less expenses, should be 
held in trust for the benefit of the Indian 
proprietors. 

INDIAN SCHOOL*. 

The intelligent Indian school management of 
the past year has been followed by gratifying 
results. Efforts have been made to advance 
the work iu a sound and practical manner. 
Five institute-, of Indian teachers have been 
held during the year, and have proved very 
beneflclal. 

THE PENSION BOLL. 

At the close of the last fiscal year, on the 
30th day of June, IK94. therre were 968.544 pei- 
sonn on our pensiou rolls, being a uet increase 
of 8.532 over the number reported at the end of 
the previous year. These pensioner* may be 
clossil.ed as follows: Soldiers and sailors, 
survivors of all vars. 753.968: widows and rela- 
tives of doecustul soldiers, $15 162. army nurses 
in the war of tho rebolllon, 414. Of these pen- 
sioners 32 039 are surviving soldiers of Indian 
und other wurs prior to the late oivil war 
and the widow* or relatives of such soldiers. 
Tho remainder number lug 937,606 aro receiving 
pensions on acrnuui of the war of the rebellion^ 
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The Post Office Department. 

REVENUE AND OUTLAY. 

The report of the postmuKter-genoral pre- 
sents a comprehensive statement of the opera- 
tion* of the post office* iffipurtmcnt for the last 
tlscul year. Tho receipts of the department 
during the year amounted to $75.0*0 479.04 and 
the expenditure* to $84,224,414.15. The transac- 
tions of the postal service indicate with 
barometric certainty the fluctuations of 
the business of tho country. Inas- 
much, therefore, as business complica- 
tions continued to exist throughout 

the last year to an unforsccu extent it Is not 
surprising that the deficiency of revenues to 
meet the expenditure* of the post office de- 
partment. which was estimated in advance at 
about $84i00.(XX). should be exceeded by nearly 
#1.2 50.000 Tho ascertained revenues of the 
IB*1 roar, which were the basis of calculation 
for tho current year, beiug less than estimated, 
tho deficiency for the current year will be cor- 
ios|»ondingly greater, though the nostmuster- 
ge.ier.il states that the latest indication* are 
so favorable that ho confidently predict* an 
increase of ut least K per cent, in the revenues 
of the curren t year over those of the lust year. 

INCREASED EXPENDITURES. 

The expenditures increase steadily and nec- 
essurilv with the growth and need* of the coun- 
try, so that that deficiency is greater or less iu 
anv year depending upon the volume of re- 
ceipt*. 

The postmastor-gunorul states that this de- 
ficiency i* unnecessary, und might be obviated 
at once if tho law regulating rates upou mall 
matter of the second class wa* modified. Tho 
rate received for the transmission of this *ec- 
onil-cluss matter 1* one cent per p mnd. whilo 
the cost of such transmission to the govern- 
ment is eight times licit amount, lu the gen- 
eral terms of the law this rate 
cover* newspapers und periodicals. Tho 
extensions of the meaning of these 
terms from time to time have admitted to the 
privileges intended for legitimate uewspupers 
and periodicals a surprising range of publica- 
tion* und crcuted abuses the cost of which 
amount in the to tho toiul dcoclcucy 

of the poMt office depart men t. 

DISTRIBUTION OP T7IK MAILS. 

The total number of post offices in the United 
States on the 30th day of June. 1894. was 69.805, 
an increase of 1.403 over the piece- 1 Ing year. 
Of these 3.4 .*8 were presidential, an Inereaso 
in that class of 68 over tiie preceding year. Six 
hundred und ten cities uud town* are provided 
with free delivery. Nlnotv-three other citle* 
und towns entitled to this service under the 
luw huve not been accorded It on account 
of insufficient funds. The expense of free de- 
livery for the current fiscal year will be more 
thun $12,300,000. und under existing legislation 
this item of expenditure is subject to constant 
increase. The estimated cost of rural free de- 
livery generally I* so very large thut it ought 
not to bo considered in the present condition of 
all ul rs. 

MONEY ORDER OFFICES. 

During the your 830 additional domestic 
money order offices were established. The to- 
tal number of these offices ut the close of the 
year was 19,264. There were 14.991.041 money 
orders issued during the year, lieiug an Increase 
over the preceding year of 991.306. The value of 
these orders amounted to $138,793,579.49, uu In- 
crease of $11,217,145.84. 

There were also issued during tho year poa 
Ul notes amounting to $12,049,094.95. During 
the year 218 international money ordor offices 
were added to those already established, mak- 
ing a total of 2,625 such offices in operation 
June |9, 1894. The number of international 
money orders issued during the year was 917,- 
828. a decrease In number of 138.176, und their 
value was $13,792,455.3!, a decrease in amount 
of $2,849,882.96. The number of order* paid was 
301.1*0 an increase over the preeee.iing year oi 
00 263, and their value was $6.Mt.493.78, un in 
crease of $1,285,118.05. From the foregoing 
statements it appears that the total i**uc of 
money orders ami postal notes for the year 
amounted to 

SPECIAL DELIVERY. 

The number of letters and packages mailed 
during the year for special delivery wus 83- 
430.970. The spools 1 dell very stump* used up- 
ou these loiters and packages amounted to 
$343,067. The messengers foe* paid for their 
delivery amounted to $201,209.70. leaving a bal- 
ance in favor of the government of $82,487.30. 

THE POSTAL UNION. 

Tho report also contains a valuable contribu- 
tion to the history of tbe universal po,*tal 
union, un arrangement watch amounts prac- 
tically to the establishment or one postal sys- 
tem for the entire civilized world, ^peeiul at- 
tention I* directed to this subject ut this lime, 
in view of tho fuel that ihj next congress of 
the union will meet in Washington in. 1897. uud 
1 1 is hoped that timely action will be taken in 
the direction of perfecting preparation* for 
that event.

THE NATION 8 STOCK OF MONEY. 

The first day of November, 1894. the total 
stock of money of all kinds In the coun- 
try wa* $2,240,773,888. as against $2,201.- 
651.000 on the first day of November. 

1893, uud the money of all kinds in 
circulation, or not Included in the treasury 
holdings, was $1 .672.093.4tt. or $24.27 per capita 
upon an estimated population of 68,887.000. At 
the same date thore wa* held In Die treasury 
gold bullion amounting to $44,015,107.55 and sil- 
ver bullion which was purchased at a cost of 
$187,779,9*8. 

SILVER BULLION. 

The purchase of silver bullion under the act 
of July 14. 1890. ceased on the first day of No- 
vember, 1893. and up to that time there had 
been purchased during the fiscal year 11.717, - 
058.78 lino ounces at a cost of $8,715,521.32, au 
average oust of $0.7313 per fine ounce. The to- 
tul amount of silver purchased from the tiruo 
that luw took effect until the repeal of it* 
purchasing clause on the date last mentioned 
was 1 08.074. 6*2. 53 fine ounces, which cost $155,- 
931. 092.25, the average price per fine ounce being 
•0.9244. 

COINAGE or THE MONEY METALS. 

The total amount of standard silver dollars 
coined ut the mints of Die United Stutes since 
the passage of the act of Febi uarv 28. 1878. is 
$421. 770, 40e, of which f37h.I66.7U3 were coined un- 
der the provision* of that act: $38,531,143 under 
the provisions of the uct of July 14. 1890, and 
$5,078,472 under the act providing for the coin- 
age of trade dollar bullion. The total coinage 
ot all rnciul* at our mints during the last fis- 
cal year consisted of 03.485.220 pieces val- 
ued at lifid.JIG. 730. 00. of which there

PRODUCTION OF PRECIOUS METALS. 

During the calendar year 1893 the production 
of precious metal* iu the United* States was 
estimated at 1 .739.323 fine ounces of gold of the 
commercial uud coinage value of $35 955.000 aud 
00.000.000 lino ounce* of stiver of the bullion or 
murket value of #40.800.000 aud of the coinage 
value of $77,570,000. It is estimated that on tho 
first dav of July, 1804. tbe stock of metalilo 
money In the United tales, consisting of coin 
and buliioli, amounted to $1.251 .040,958, of which 
$027,923,201 was gold and $624,347,758 was sliver. 

NATIONAL BANK*. 

Fifty national banks were organized during 
the vear ending October 31. 1894. with a capital 
of $5,285,000: and seventy-nin*. with a capital 
of $10,476,000 went into voluntary liquidation. 
Twenty-one bank*, with a capital of $2,770,000 
were placed in the hands or receivers. Tha 
total number of national banks lu existence ou 
tho 31st day of October last was 3. 7M. being 
forty less than on the 31st day of October. IH93. 
The capital stock paid in wa* $072,071,365. being 
$9,67* ( 4yl loss than at the same time in the 
MNTlous vear. and the surplus aud undi- 
vided profits, less the expenses aud tuxes paid,

'llld circulation wa* decreased $1,741,563. The 
obligations of the banks to each other were in- 
creased $1 1 7.209.334, and the Individual deposits 
were $277,294,489 less than at tho corresponding 
date in tbe previous year.
